TOBACCO by any other name 

may smell as sweet, but it is 
strange that for all the botanical 
wealth of the world, few if any 
satisfactory substitutes for the 
fragrant weed ‘have thus far 
been produced. 

This assuredly cannot be for 
lack of trying. The present 
price of tobacco should in itself 
serve as sufficient spur to the in- 
genious. But now the Nazis 
‘step in where others feared to 
trend, or trod very gingerly. A 
whole herbal museum is to be let 
loose on the smoking section of 
the German public. 

Adulteration is to be compul- 
sory, but so wide isthe range-of 
choice that unlimited combina- 
tions of ingredients should be 
possible. Who knows, necessity 
may drive Germans to make 
reat discoveries in the realm of

Even where the “necessary *AEsUre 
ances are accepted nnd the pollee are 
completely satisfed internees recom 
mended for release can searcely hope 
for freedom before the end of th 
week, as it is Intended to give cach 
cuse the most careful consideration, 
Certain restrictions will naturally be 
npplicd to those released. 

Herr A, Gelewsky, Chancellor of 
the German Consulate, has recently 
been in contact. with internces and 
thelr familles, following receipt of 
a tetter from the military nuthorities. 
This letter makes it clear that the 

authorities will not accept: responal- 
bility for the welfare of the wives 
und families of internees and polnts 
out that several internees may soon be 
released, 

In addition to the release of those, 
mainly Austrian Jews employed by 
Britsh compantes and duly vouched 
for, It ls also intended to release Ger- 
mans, provided they are not military 
officers, conditionally on their leaving 
the Colony, It is expected that 
several of those in La Salle will take 
the opporluniy and yo te Shanghal, 
Jopan or Manila, if permitted to land 
there.
